around the starting point to wish the 
Pathfinder and those riding In the con- 
voys ‘‘godspeed.”’

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UNITED STATES TO PUNISH 


SHERIFF OF CHATTANOOGA 
FOR ALLOWING LYNCHING 


Shipp and Five of His Deputies Found Guilty by United 
| * States Supreme Court in Case of Negro John- 


son, Convicted of Criminal Assault. 


Washington, May 24.—For the first 
time in so serious a case, the supreme 
court of the United States will, 
negt Tuesday week, undertake to mete 
out punishment for the crime of cone- 
tempt of the court ttself, and the im- 
portance of the occassion will be en- 
hanced by the number of the defend- 
ants. 

The proceeding will take place in 
connection with the cases of Sheriff 
Shipp and Deputy Sheriff Gibson, of 
Hamilton county, Tennessee, and four

tempt in combining, in March, 1905, 
in ‘a conspiracy to lynch a negro, Ed 
Johnson, who had been sentenced to 
death by the local courts on the charge 
of rape, and in whose case the su- 
preme court had interfered to the ex- 
tent of granting an appeal, which had 
the efféct of a supersedeas. On the 
night following the announcement of 
the court’s action, Johnson was taken 
out of the jail in Chattanooga by a 
mob and lynched.

Charge of Contempt. 

The charge of contempt against 
Sheriff Shipp and his codefendants was 
due to the fact that when Johnson 
was lynched. he was constructively in 
the custody of the court. Only a month 
before the negro had been found guilty 
and had been setnenced to death. The 
supreme court had granted an appeal 
from a decision of the United States 
circuit court denying him a writ cf 
habeas corpus, which effected a stay 
of proceedings in the convict’s case, 
The appeal was allowed on March 19, 
and that night Johnson was taken out 
of the jail at Chattanooga and hanged. 
This action was strongly resented by 
the cotirt, and immedintely complaint 
was made to President Roosevelt, who 
Ordered an investigation by the de-' 
partment of justice. That investigation 
resulted in the filing in the court by 
the attorney general in May, 1905, of 
an “information” in which Shipp and 
mine of his deputies and seventeen 
other persons were charged with com- 
plicity in the lynching, Shipp and some 
of his subordinates by absenting them- 
séives from the jatfl on the night of 
the tragedy, and the others by actual 
participation in it. Each and all plead- 
ed innocence. 

Deputy Clerk Maher, of the court, 
was sent to Chattanooga as a com-, 
missioner to investigate and take tes- 
timony. The investigation failed to 
connect with the crime seventeen men 
implicated and the cases against them 
were dismissed at the beginning of 
the present term. 

Chief Justice Reviews Case. 

The chief justice presented a com- 
plete review of the Johnson case. He 
concluded that neither Shipp nor his 
deputy, Gibson, had made any effort 
to prevent the removal of Johnson 
from the jail, to prevent his killing 
efter he was taken out, nor to dis- 
_ @over the participants in the lynching 
after it took place. Continuing, he 
said of the proceeding on the night of 
the lynching: 

“The assertions that mob violence 
Was not expected, and that there was 
mo occasion for providing more than 
the usual guard of. one man for the

“In clew of this, Shipp'’s failure to 
make the elighest preparation to resist 
the mob; the absence of al) of the dep- 
uties except Gibson from the jail dur- 
ing the mob's proceedings, occupying 4 
period of some hours in the early 
evening; the action of Shipp in not re- 
sisting the mob, and his failure to make 
any reasonable effort ta save Johnson, 
or identify the members of the mob, 
justify the inference of a disposition 
upon his part to render it easy for the 
mob to lynch Johnson and to acquiesce 
in the lynching.’”’ 

Sheriff’ Made No Effort. 

The chief justice also declared that 
after Johnson was taken from the jail, 
the sheriff had made no effort to go aft- 
er the lynchers, or to reach the police or 
militia, or others. ‘‘When,” he satfd, 
“Shipp reached the jail he could have 
gone about three blocks to the 
station and got the police. No attempt 
was made to summon a posse. He sent 
ne one after deputies. He made no ef- 
fort to send any one for help, Although 
Shipp was in the midst, or near the 
members of the mob for about an hour, 
he did not seek tto obtain information 
so that he could identify any of them, 
and he testifies that he does not know 
any member of the mob.” ; 

Reaching his conclusion with refer- 
ence to Shipp, the chief justice said it 
was ‘that Shipp not only made the work 
of the mob easy, but in effect aided 


and abetted it.” 

The court found Jailer Gibson to be 
involved in the same condemnation, 
though under less responsibility. Con- 
sequently attachments were ordered to 
be issued for both the sheriff and his 
deputy, the jailer, as they were for 
Williams, Nolan, Padgett and May, the 
last four being charged with being 
members of the lynching party. 
Against them, to use the language of 
the court, “the rule was made abso- 
lute.”” Deputy Galloway and the two 
men, Justice and Ward, were dis- 
charged, ' The court said there was 
direct testimony of the participation 
of Williams and Nolan in tho lynch- 
ing, while it was stated that Padgett 
and May had themselves made state- 
ments which incriminated them. 

Opposition te Law. 

In conclusion the chief justice said: 

“In our opinion it does. not admit of 
question from his record that this 
lamentable riot was the direct result 
o1 opposition to the administration of 
law by this court. It was not only in 
defiance of our mandate, but was un- 
derstood to be such. The supreme 
eourt of the United States was calied 
upon to abdicate its functions and 
decline to enter such orders as the oc- 
casion, in its judgment, demanded, be- 
cause of the danger of their defeat by 
an outbreak of lawless violence. It is 
plain that what created this mob and 
led to this lynching was the unwil- 
lingness of its members to submit to 
the delay required for the appeal. The 
intent to prevent that delay by defeat- 
ing the hearing of the appeal neces- 
sarily follows from the defendants’ 
acts, and if the life of any one in the 
custody of t\e law is at the mercy of 
a mob the ifministration of justice 
becomes a mockery. When this court 
granted a stay of execution on John-

was also a complete review of the case 
and in this opinion the conclusion ar- 
rived at was quite contrary to that of 
a majority of the court. It was held 
by the dissenters that there was no 
evidence whatever connecting Shipp 
or his deputies with any part in the 
lynching conspiracy. After detailing 
all the circumstances leading up to 
the lynching and telling of Mr. Shipp's 
going to the jalfl, Justice Peckham 
said: 


this time, and on account of his physi- 
cal connition, unable in any event to 
have offered any great resistance. 
There were at least ten or fifteen of 
the men around him who were armed, 
and the sequel proved that many more 
in the crowd were armed. Others were 
standing back, loaking on. Whether 
the sheriff might possibly have been 
quicker.with his gun and taken it out 
of his pocket and shot-some of them 
is not certain from the evidence, but 
the odds of ten or even fifteen to one 
are sOmewhat large, and that he did 
not kill or attempt to kill any of them 
is no evidence whatever of complicity 
with these miscreants and certainly no 
evidence of contempt of this court. It 
seems to me most extraordinary that 
even an official under these circum- 
stances can be found gullty of a con- 
tempt because in fact he did not resist 
to the death.” 
} Sheriff Powerless. 

Commenting on Sheriff Shipp’s state- 
ment, that he had made no attempt to 
‘urt any of the lynchers, Justice Peck- 
ham said hecould not have done any- 
thing if he had made the effort be- 
cause of the numbers against him. 
The effort, he said, “could have result- 
ed only in his being actually over- 
whelmed and possibly killed, while the 
negro would not have been saved.” 

He declared that there was no one 
to whom the sheriff could have ap- 
pealed to for aid. Mr. Peckham found 
no contempt in Shipp’s allegation that 
the subvention of the supreme court 
in the case had caused the lynching, 
because he himself believed that to be 
true.”’ aE: 

ie History of the Case. 
*hattanooga, Tene., May 24.—About 
7:30 or 8 O'clock, on the night of Jan- 
uary 19, Miss Nevatia Taylor, the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. William Tay- 
lor, who resides near Oak Hil] ceme- 
tery in St. Elmo, was criminally as- 
Saulted by a negro. The young lady 
was returning to her home from the 
city where she was employed. 

The following day Ed Johnston, a 
negro, was arrested on strong circum- 
stantial evidence. He was taken to 
Nashville by Sheriff Shipp for safe- 
keeping, and two days later Miss Tay- 
ior went to that city, where she identi- 


, filed him as her assailant. 


Negro Sentenced. 

Johnston was brought back here a 
few woeks later and tried in the crim- 
inal court. He was defended by three 
of Chattanooga's best lawyers, and con- 
victed and sentenced to be hanged. 
Judge S. D. McReynolds sentenced him 
to hang on March 17. 

After Johnston's trial two local col- 
ored lawyers teok up his case and suc- 
ceeded in getting it before the United 
States court. 

On the day before Johnston was sen- 
tenced to be hanged an order came 
from the United States court at Wash- 
ington instructing that the sentence 
of the Tennessee court be staved and 
that the execution be postponed. 

Masked Men Appear. 

On the following night, March 198, a 
number of masked men appeared at 
the county jail. Night Jailer Gibson 
was in the office and the men at once 
overpowered him and took hits keys 
away. Others joined the mob and in 
a comparatively short time the iron 
bars were beat down, the’ doors of 
the prison smashed in and Johnston 
was taken from his cell. 

The mob took the negro to the coun- 
ty bridge, where he made a statement 
to the effect that he was innocent of 
the crime. He was hanged with a 
piece of rope secured from a passin 
street car, and -his body riddled w 
bullets.

Washington, May 24.—No_ single 
piece of lumber was ever used more 
effectually as a seesaw by children 
than was the great lumber industry 
today by the United States senate. The 
lumber schedule of the tariff bill was 
under consideration almost the entire 
day, with Senators Root, Heyburn, 
Borah and Dolliver contending on the 
one hand?*for a protection for the in- 
dustry and Senators Clapp, Burkett 
and McCumber arguing as strenuously 
against that policy. The day closed 
with more than a two-thirds vote 
against Senator McCumber’s free lum- 
ber amendment, the ballot showing 25 
for and 56 against. 

Dolliver Changes Front. 

The surprise of the day was the at- 
titude of Senator Dolliver, who hereto- 
fore has stood with the “progressives” 
throughout the present tariff fight. He 
today took positive position against 
the radical demand \for free gumber, 
but expressed the opinion that the in- 
dustry would not suffer from a reduc- 
tion of the Dingley rates. 

Senator Root opened the day’s prc- 
ceedings with a close argument in fa- 
vor of a differential on dressed lum- 
ber. Senators Borah and Heyburn, of 
Idaho, contended for the highest duty 
on lumber, and Mr. Borah entered upon 
an argument to show that the policy 
of protection is “a system” and cannot 
be maintained if there are to be con- 
stant exceptions to it as there would 
be in the instance of free lumber. 

On the other hand, Senators Clapp 
and Burkett argued that lumber can be 
produced as cheaply in Canada 4as in 
the United States, and contended that 
the lumber industry of this country 
would not be endangered by the free

HEARING STARTS 
ON HEADLIGHT BILL 


Frank Calloway Gives Au- 
dience to Railroad 
Men. 


Frank H. Callaway, special master 
in the Seaboard Air Line litigation. 
yesterday gave audience to attorneys 
representing various railroad lines in 
the state and to railway men expert 
in all branches of railway work, touch- 
ing the electric headlight bill, which 
becomes effective July 1 next.

Judge Pardee re- 
ferred the papers to Special Master 
Callaway, directing him to make in- 
quiry into the matter and report to 
him fully his findings by June 14, when 
he will pass upon the application for 
injunction. The act, if valid, will af- 
fect every other road in the state and 
for that reason representatives of other 
lines were before Special Master Cal- 
laway. Tye, Peeples & Jordan, for the 
Western and Atlantic, and McDaniel, 
Alston & Black, for the Southern and 
the Atlantic Coast Line, were there, 
while Judge J. K. Hines, special attor- 
ney to the Georgia railroad commis-

Heney Also Demands All the 
Vouchers From Legal De- 
partment of Calhoun’s Street

San Francisco, May 24.—Francis J. 
Heney, prosecutor of Patrick Calhoun, 
president of the United Ratlroads, on 
a bribery charge, went into the /camp 
of the defense for several of its wit- 
nesses today. 

It appeared that the state was ap- 
proaching the _end of its long roll of 
witnesses 4 hopes were expressed 
that another fortnight would end the 
trial, which entered today on _ its 
twentieth week. 

This afternoon’s session was devoted 
to the examination of Thomas B. Gib- 
son, a detective in the employ of the 
United Railroads; of George R. Fran- 
cis, secretary of the company's legal 
department, and Luther Brown, a Los 
Angeles attorney, active in behalf of 
the defense 

Mr. Heney asked Gibson to explain 
his part in the investigation of the 
dynamite explosion that wrecked the 
Oakland home of James L. Gallagher, 
one of the chief witnesses of the prose- 
cution, and imperiled the’ lives of Gal- 
lagher and seven other inmates of the 
heuse. 

Employed by Calhoun's Axsistant. 

Mr. Heney’s questions carried many 
charges that Gibson dénied, but the 
witness admitted that he had been di- 
rected to look into the affair by Thorn- 
well Mullalley, assistant to Mr. Cal- 
houn. When asked what he discover- 
ed, Gibson said:

ed and held in Oakland a couple of 
weeks, and that one had bought ten 
pounds of dynamite.

He testified that he had received 
money from Abbott to pay Helms and 
other men engaged in similar work. 
Luther G, Brown declared that he had 
never arranged for Alexander Latham, 
once achauffeur for Abraham Ruef, to 
enter the employe of his (Brown’s) 
father-in-law, and that he never knew 
of such emplovment. 

This statement ‘was regarded as an 
issue because Latham ts now awaiting 
trial o na charge of perjury alleged to 
have been committed in.the Ruef trial.

Heney Wants Vouchers. 

Mr. Heney raised a new and unex- 
pected issue by demanding all vouch- 
ers from the legal department of the 
street car corporation. Adam Dahler, 
acting president of the company, testi- 
fied that he had no recollection of 
money paid to Tirey L. Ford, chief 
counsel, and William M. Abbott, gen- 
eral attorney, for which no explana- 
tory vouchers were given.

Mr. Ball Makes Answer. 

Vice President Ball acknowle dged 
the reeeipt of the message reciting the 
action of Governor Smith in trving to 
bring about an adfustment of the dif- 
ferences. : 

The attitude of the firemen and en- 
ginemen having been made plain by 
the strike, Interest naturally centers 
around the engineers, who stick to 
their determination not to handle an 
engine until they are assured of per- 
sonal safety in transit.

Glad to Confer With Neill. 


Vice President Ball stated, that he 
could hot anticipate what might be the 
result of the visit of Commissioner 
Nelll to Atlanta. but added that he 
would be glad to confer with that gov- 
ernment official. 

“T can’t say what the result will be,” 
he said. “but I do know that the men 
of my order will not go back to work 
until this matter is settled finally and 
for all time. So far, there is nothing 
like arbitration on hand. A commit- 
tee of conference has been suggested, 
and I have named three good 
Georgiana to represent the firemen tn 
that conference or consultation. They 
are Judge Horace Holden, of Atlanta: 
John Lee, of DeKalb, president of the 
Farmers’ Union, and Hon, Thomas 
Hardwick, of Sandersville, member of 
ecngress from the tenth district. 
These. gentlemen have been selécted 
to confer with an equal number that 
may be suggested to meet them.” 

The, conference, should it occur, does 
not mean an absolute and final settle- 
ment of the troubles. The conferees 
will simply make a thorough, com- 
plete and exhaustive investigation, 
and after acquiring and obtaining all 
the facts will be in position to suggest 
a board of arbitration. That recom- 
mendation being acvepted by both 
sides to the controversy, it will lead 
to the naming of a board of arbitra- 
tion. Then by the action of that board 
of arbitration both sides will be 
bound, because both the firemen and 
the road wili have agreed to any de- 
cision they may render before the 
board begins work. 

The appearance of Commissioner Neil] 
today will pave the way to action by 
the conferees after General Manager 
Scott shall have named his three.

Cause Was Reasonable. 

Following a vrayer with which the 
meeting was opened, H. O. Teat, pres- 
ident of the local lodge of the Broth- 
erhood of Firemen -nd Enginemen, 
made a talk outlining the object of 
the meeting and giving a short his- 
torv of the disagreement between the 
road and the striking employees. Cer- 
tain wrongs have been done the fire- 
men, the stated and by their votes to 
strike the firemen repudiated th ac- 
tion of the road officials in refusing 
to right those wrongs. As a frepre- 
sentative of his organization. he stat- 
ed he went first to Governor Smith, 
to the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
to Mayor Maddox and to the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades, to Hon. Lon 
Livingston and lastly to”President Lee, 
of the Farmers’ Union. By all of 
these men, he Stated, he was told that 
his cause Was not only just, but that 
the demands of him and his organiza- 
Lion were reasonable in the extreme. 

Vice President Ball, of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen and En- 
ginemen, was the next speaker. He 
detailed at somé length the installa- 
tion of negroes on certain engines of 
the Georgia road several years ago, 
and showed how, from that day on, 
the tendency has been to have a great- 
er and greater number of them em- 
ployed, thus displacing more and more 
white men. 

He spoke with considerable feeling 
of the action of the officials of the 
Georgia road, and expressed his entire 
‘willingness to have the matter taken 
up and acted upon by a board of arbi- 
trators, calling attention to the fact 
Mr. Scott, of the road, showed no such 
inclination to have the matter judged 
by disinterested parties. 

Deceiving White Men. 


He said the company, through a pri- 
vate detective agency, 
white men in the north, bringing them 
to Atlanta with the idea that*hey were 
to replace negroes. These men, or a 
portion of thém at -east, he said, had 
refused the places wien they learned 
the true facts. He closed by denying 
most emphatically a statement credited 
to him by afternoon pap rs of the city, 
which quoted him as si ying that he 
intended calling a gene-al strike on 
all southern roads.

He has neither the intelligence 
nor the industry necessary to make 
him an efficient trainman, he declared,

Burgess Believes Fight Won. 
Assistant Grand Chief Burgess, 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
made a short but most in- 
teresting talk. He stated that the 
members of his organization have not 
changed their position in the least. 
They respect their contracts, but e€x- 
pect other contracting parties to do 
likewise. He advised the striking fire- 
men to live up to the rules of their 
organization and to the laws of the 
state. “Within twenty-four hours,” he 
said, “I believe you will have won the 
fight.” 4 
Mr. Puckett, of the Railway Tratin- 
men, made a fiery talk, bringing down 
the house when he enthusiastically 
declared that he hoped the strike has 
so é@ffectually tied up traffic on the 
Georgia road that the officials cannot 
move a car even with a crowbar. 

Jerome Jones, of the Atlanta Federg- 
tion of Trades, made the point that it 
was the standard of living as estab- 
lished bv the firemen that the railroad 
is attacking. The question of negro 
seniority is one of smal! importance, 
he declared, in comparison with the 
more momentous one of whether or 
living is to be re- 
He attributed to the men who 
have gone out on the strike as great 
courage as that displaved by other 
southerners during the civil war. 

Hooper Alexander Talks. 

Representative Hooper Alexander 
spoke of the charter of the road as 
a contract with the state and said 
that the state should see to it that this 
contract is carried out. He said that 
he had high regard for both the char- 
acter and ability of Mr. Scott, but said 
that that gentleman overstepped the 
bounds of propriety in addressing Gov- 
ernor Smith in terms of reprimand. In 
closing he said that were he not cer- 
tain that the governor has done every- 
thing compatible with his duty rela- 
tive to the present strike, he would 
himself make an attempt to have him 
impeached at the next session of the 
legislature. 

The last talk of the evening was 
that of Hon. J. L. Mayson, who gave 
it as his opinion that were the negroes 
to win out in the present fight the 
total displacement of the white work- 
Ing man would eventually follow in 
the south.

% CORPORATE TAXATION IN NEW ENGLAND. 


A recent report by Herbert Knox Smith, United States commissioner 
of corporations, »resents some unique and interesting information relative | 
to systems of taxation in the New England states, each of which derives 
a considerable proportion of its income through various methods of taxing 
corporations, j ‘ 

Corporate taxation has been more’ extensively developed in the New 
England and eastern states than elsewhere in the countty; some of these 
states derive a fourth or a third of their income, and, occasionally, as in the 
case of Conneétieut, as much as four-fifths of it, from this source. 

And yet, despite apparently heavy tax levies upon corporate property, 
the laws of these states, as a rule, are regarded as highly favorable to incor- 
porated comp4nies. 

The methods of levying corporation taxes, Commissioner Smith points 
out, vary in each state, sometimes widely. Corporations may be taxed upon 
property, on income, or a combination of: both; on capital stock, either at 
its par or market value, and, now and then, as in the case of telegraph 
and telephone companies upon mileage or the number of instruments. 

About oné-half the expenses of the state of Maine, $2,500,000 annually, are 
met by taxation of corporations.

He ts recognized as one 
of the leading authorities in the coun- 
trv on rural. economics, and is ex- 
pressing his knowledge through sev- 
eral different channels. He conducts 
a. large farm, teaches agricultural] eco- 
nomies in the University of Wisconsin. 
and is helpine to organize rural life 
in that state. “He ts the youngest 
member of the faculty of the univer- 
sity, and has cooperated with Profes- 
sor Haecker in organtztng 60,000 
farmers into a cooperative ‘creamery, 
out ef which movement has grown a 
cooperative store, which is rapidly 
spreading over Minnesota and the 
northwest. ry

in the open country is to organjze it 
upon a sound economic basis.

Storms Jail. 


Body of Albert Aiken Found 
Hanging to Tree — He At- 
tacked John Spires, a Farm- 
er, on Thursday. 


Lincolnton, Ga., May 24.—(Special.) 
The usual quiet village of Lincolnton 
was awakened at midnight last night 
from its peaceful slumber by the noise 
of a mob of abowt one hundred en- 
raged citizens as they stormed the 
county jail and brought forth Albert 
Aiken, the negro farm hand who stab- 
bed John Spires, a highly respected 
farmer, last Thursday morning. 

The body of the negro was found 
swinging to a limb of a tree at Dry 
Fork creek, 3 miles from this place, 
this morning, filled with bullet holes. 
Upon the body was a placard which 
read: 

“Notice—This ts what will happen to 
all negroes in Lincoln county under 
similar circumstances. 

(Signed) “REGULARS.” 

The crime for which Aiken was 

lynched was committed last Thursday 
morning.

WHAT TARIFF COSTS 
PEOPLE OF COUNTRY 


Senator Money to Show the 
Amount Taken by In- 
direct Taxation. 


Washington, May 24.—That the total 
Wages affected by the tariff amounts te 
$2,277,848,537, and that the values of 
the products involved in the considera- 
tion of tariff revision reach the sum of 
$13,270.192,088, is the statement made 
by Senator Money, in showing the vast 
importance of the question now being 
considered by the senate. 

Senator Money has also prepared a 
Statement showing the cost of Indirect 
taxation to the people of the United 
States. He states that the cost of gran- 
ulated sugar in 1906 was 2.05 cents more 
in New York than fn London, and that 
In 1907 the United States consumed 2.- 
993.979 tons of sugar, against which 
the duty of $1.95 a hundred pounds 
was charged, equalling $130,777,002, 
while the duty actually collected 
amounted to $60,135,181, making the 
fost to the people above thé revenye 
collected by the government $70.641,821. 

On pig iron, steel rails, wire nails 
and steel billets, the difference in the 
foreign prices and these in 
States equals an additional tax of 
$295,000,000,, according to Mr. Money's 
calculations, which he says are based on 
a sworn statement submitted to the 
Vays and means committee by Judge 
vary, of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration.

Editor Conetitution: I have observed 
with more or .less surprise a diéposi- 
tion on the part of a few papers in 
Georgia to unfavorably criticise the 
vote of Congressmen Brantley, Bell, 
Griggs, Edwards, Livingston and Tee 
for opposing free lumber In the Payné 
tariff bill, and*supporting a $1! duty in 
favor of this great southern product, 
for which the state of Georgia has 
been famous for producing during the 
past one hundred years. As a matter 
of fact, it has been said that the failure 
Of congress to put Iumber on the _ free 
ist can be ascribed to the action of 
southern democrats, when the question 
was up, before the house several days 
ago. Be it said to their honor and 
glory that this is true, and I make bold 
to say that not only the present, but 
generations yet unborn will rise up and 
call their names blessed, for at the 
hands of the good people of. Georgia, 
along with that of the other southern 
States, thev have richiv earned the 
Plaudit, “Well done, good and faithful 
Servants." Those who voted to place 
lumber and other southern products on 
the free list and permitted the prod- 
ucts of other sections of the country to 
be placed on the protective list, under 
the shelter of a tariff ranging from 
22 to 76 per cent, will be the ones who 
will have to do the explaining before 
the people at the next election, and not 
those who voted against a policy of free 
trade for the south and protection § for 
other parts of the country. 

In Georgia there are, under 
conditions, 805 saw and planing 
giving employment to approximately 
38,640 employees, whose income. at the 
minimum figure of $2 per day average, 
would amount to $79,280, or $2.378.400 
per month. Total this out for the vear 
and it will be seen that the lumber 
indugtry of Georgia pays out annually 
several millions of dollars per vear in 
labor alone Statistics show that no 
other single industry in the state pays 
Out more money for labor Another 
thing that should be taken into con- 
sideration is the fact that all these sev- 
era! millions of dollars patd out. for 
labor are practically spent among the 
local merchants in Georgia food 
and raflment, the farmers for supplies 
and standing timber, the bankers for 
interest and discounts on notes. the 
doctors for medicine and professional 
Services, the lawyers for legal! advice, 
and otherwise not specified. 

The total annual production of lumber 
In Georgia amounts to about 1.225,- 
100.000 feet. The per cent of local 
consumption in the state is about 10 per 
cent of the output of the mills. It will 
thus be seen that 90 per cent of all 
the lumber manufactured in Georgia 
finds a marke: in other states, Val- 
ued at $15 per thousand feet. mill run. 
the 1,225.100,000 feet would bring 
back into the state $18,376,500 yearly. 
Or more than $1,000,000 per month 
Now, granting that the consumer got 
the benefit of the repeal of the $2 
tariff on lumber—and upon the same 
method of reckoning we must concede 
that the manufacturers would lose that 
amount or be short that much-sthe re- 
peal of the tariff on Iumber would cost 
Georgia approximately $2,450.200 per 
year, or in ten years ten times that 
amount—$24,602.000, to say nothing of 
the loss that would be sustained by the 
ailled industries. transportation 
panies, etc. In a word, the repeal! of 
the present tariff’ on lumber would in- 
volve a loss to Georgia of $2 per thon- 
Sand feet on 90 per cent of the output 
of the mills in .

Now, any banker 
railroad man. merchant or otherwise. 
conducting his business along this ine 
of thought or policy, would ad-

Now, to apprectate more fully Geor- 
Ria's importance in the lumber world 
the output of her mills should be con- 
sidered along with that of other souti.- 
ern states, which combined produce 48 
per cent of all the lumber manufac- 
tured in the United States In this con- 
nection it might be interesting to state 
that the lumber industry alone brings 
back into the south an average of one 
million dollars for every working day 
In the year. Are the people of Georgia 
and the south really conscious of the 
magnitude and importance of this 
great industry in Georgia, giving em- 
ployment to not less than 38,640 em- 
Ployees, and feeding and clothing not 
less than 164,220 mouths and backs? 
Surely thev must he unconscious of 
the volume and Importance of this great 
industry, if they would have the 
Georgia representatives in congress sit 
idiy by and see this great industry led 
to the slaughter house of destruction 
by legislation that would mean noth- 
ing more or less than free trade for 
lumber and other southern products 
and protection for the products of oth- 
er sections of the country. 

According to the best information 
obtainable, 38 <-per cent of the standing 
timber in Georgia today !sin the hands 
of the farmers, merchants and other 
land owners in all the counties and 
districts throughout the state. of 
course, the larger bodies have been 
purchased by the -mill owners, put 
even then only the standing timber 
mas been purchased largely. and 
the land owners have practically 
as much rea] estate as they had before. 
From these figures, it will thus be 
geen that 38 per cent of the loss sus- 
tained by the repeal of the present 
tariff on lumber, or more than one 
million dollars per year, would be sus- 
tained by these same farmers, mer- 
chants and other land owners in the 
country, for in proportion as the price 
of lumber is lowered, in equa] propor- 
tio will the price of standing timber 
be correspondingly affected, and great- 
ly reduced in price and value. 

As one result of the present oper- 
ations of the'tariff on lumber, I would 
say that to the writer’s own knowledge 
hundreds and thousands of farmers fn 
Georgia have sold their standing tim- 
ber on their lands during the past'few 
years for as much as two and, in some 
cases, three times what the land, tim- 
ber and ail originally cost them. In 
this way what has been carrieq year 
after year as a dead asset, yielding no 
one anything in return, has now. unfer

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“the operation of the present tariff law, 


been converted into tangible assets of 
dollars and cents. With the outcome of 
such results farmers, merchants and 
others were, in many cases, enabled 
thereby to lift from their homes and 
plantations mortgages that had been 
hanging over their heads like a pall 
for years, the interest on which had 
their nose to the grindstone, in 

and out, sapping their very 


| fag of distress, has made these people 
breathe, for the first time in possibl¥ 
a lifetime, an air of independence and 
freedom never before, known, and at 

the same time enabled them to do a 
better part .by their children and 
household in the way of education, 
home comforts and social advantages, 
thereby giving to the world a higher 
standard of citizenship and woman- 
hood. Could more be said of any pol- 
icv? TI hardly think so. 

S0 much for the concrete facts in 
the case. The present tariff of $2 per 
thousand feet on rough = lumber 
amounts to an ad valorem duty of 
about 11 per cent on al! importations 
into this country from Canada and 
Mexico, while the duty on yellow pine 
from Georgia and other southern 
states, going into Canada, is 25 per 
cent ad valorem, according to the 
grade and quality of ‘the material 
shipped, or anywhere from $4.25 to 
$6.50 per thousand feet, and yet, on the 
other hand, the Amertcan tariff on 
Canadian and Mexican lumber in the 
Payne tariff bill is only 5% per cent, 
or 11 per cent in the Dingley tariff 
bill. In other words, the yellow pine 
manufacturer of Georgia and the south 
has to pay to the Canadian government 
from $4.25 to $6.50 per thousand feet 
on all yellow pine he ships into that 
country, while the Canadian manufac- 
turer has only to pay a tariff of 11 per 
cent ad valorem, or $2 per thousand 
feet on the lumber he ships into this 
country, even under the Dingley tariff 
law, and will have to pay only 64% per 
cent ad valorem, or $1 per thousand 
feet, according to the provisions of the 
Payne tariff bill. 

On the other hand, everything the 
lumber manufacturer buys and con- 
sumes around his mill that enters into 
the cost price of lumber production is 
protected with a tariff anywhere from 
24 to 73 per cent. That Is to savy, his 
circular, band and cross-cut saws are 
protecmred with a tariff of about 48 per 
cent, the files with which these saws 
are sharpened are protected with a 
tariff of 64 per cent, his cant-hooks, 
chains, engines, boilers, shafting, pul- 
leys, belting, steam fittings, dry kiln 
equipment, ete., are protected with a 
tariff averaging 45 per cent; while the 
western farmer's oats, which he sells 
the southern lumberman with which to 
feed his stock, is protected with an ad 
valorem tariff of 24 per cent, 22 per 
cent on every bushel of corn the mill 
man consumes, $4 per ton on every 
bale of hay he purchases, 25 per cent 
on every bushel of wheat, rye or bar- 
ley he uses, 25 per cent or his live 
stock, mules, horses, ete. and so on 
down the list. And vet the poor lum- 
berman only asks 11 per cent ad valo- 


rem on his rough lumber, and 
“eussed’’ for it. > 

Then why compel the southern man- 
ufacturer to buy everything he must 
of necessity have to purchase in the 
conduct of his business in a highly 
protected market, and sell the products 
of his mill in a free trade market, in 
open competition with the products of 
Canada, that are produced largely with 
Hindoo, Chinese and Japanese labor, at 
a much less cost than the American 
manufacturer must necessarily pays 
American labor, and where stumpage 
is onetpird cheaper than in this coun- 
trv? These are facts that must appeal! 
to every reasonable thinking man in 
Georgia and throughout the south. 

I am free to confess that the last 
democratic plaiform called for the re- 
peal of the tariff on lumber, timber, 
wood pu§p and all forest products, but 
that plank in the national democratic 
platform was only written ‘at the be- 
hest of and inspired chiefly by a man 
of inordinate ambition to occupy the 
white house, even though he had to 
walk over the prostrate form of one 
of the south’'s leading and foremost in- 
dustries to do so. As a matter of fact, 
Senator Bacon, of Georgia, in the 
course of a running debate in the sen- 
ate some days ago, frankly stated that 
political platforms were often made at 
midnight, when the people were think- 
ing more about the candidates of their 
choice than they were of the text of 
any platform that might be brought 
in, all of which is largely true. 

Before concluding, Mr. Editor, let 
me say that upon careful inquiry and 
estimates, it has been ascertained that 
75 per cent of the short-leaf pine pro- 
duced in Georgia today comes under 
the head of box or low grade lumber, 
only about 25 per cent being ones and 
twos. Of this grade of lumber it has 
been shown that the Standard Oj! Com- 
pany uses about 30 per cent, and while 
I have no quarrel with the Standard 
Oil Company and no war to Wage on 
that institution, yet it does seem 
stwange that anyone should be dis- 
posed to enact laws that would dis- 
criminate so glaringly against the peo- 
ple of Georgia and in favor of a great 
foreign corporation like this, which is 
compelled to buy southern lumber, and 
largely, if not wholly, of the short- 
leaf pine variety, so long as the $2 
tariff is levied on all Canadian lum- 
ber brought over here, 

Who knows, then, but that the Stand- 
ard Oil Company is backing this fight 
for the repeal of the tariff on Canadian 
lumber, in order that this great cor- 
poration might save to its stockholders 
one-half to three-quarters of a million 
dollars annually on purchases in this 
territory: and if that be the case is 
there a man in:Georgia who would lift 
his hand or raise his voice, whether 
he be democrat, populist or republican, 
against the six democrats mentioned 
above from this state who voted for 
the tariff on lumber? If so, I would 
like to hear from him. In this con- 
nection I would like to state that Sen- 
ators Simmons, of North Carolina, and 
Fletcher, of Florida, have already 
made speeches in the senate in favor 
of the present tariff on lumber, whose 


is 


opinions are concurred in by other 
southern senators of the democratic 
faith and order, like Bacon, of Georgia: 
Tallaferro, of Florida; “Johnston, of 
Alabama; Money, of Mississippi: Fos- 
ter and NMcEnery, of Louisiana; Batley, 
of Texas; Daniel and Martin, of Vir- 
ginia; Smith, of Maryland: Taylor, of 
Tennessee, and Paynter, of Kentucky, 
as well as democratic senators from 
other parts of the country. 

From a strictly partisan standpoint, 
the Hon. Carter Glass, democratie con- 
gressman from the Lynchburg district, 
and candidate for governor on the 
democratic ticket in the Old Wominion 
state, makes the following statement 
on this subject, over his own signature, 
that is logical, convincing, unanswer- 
able, to the point, and leaves not a leg 
for those taking opposite views to 
stand on. Hear him for a moment in 
the following language: 

“As to the nature of the small duty 
on lumber, it is not a protective tariff 
in the sense that it adds one thrip to 
the price of rough lumber to the gen- 
eral consumer. Nobody in congress or 
out, who knows anything about the 
subject, would pretend to say to the 
contrary. The duty does not increase 
the cost of lumber one farthing to a 
single consumer, in Virginia, Georgia 
or the south, or to any resident of the 
United States, Outside a narrow strip 
of zone of competition on the Canadian 
border. It is distinctly within the 
democratic doctrine of a tariff for rev- 
enue, yielding, as ‘I recail the figures, 
$3,600,000 to the federal treasury. It 
incidentally preserves to Virginia and 
the south the lumber markets for New 
England and other northern states, 
easily reached by Canadian lumber, 
whose people for half a century have 
grown rich by collecting tariff tribute 
from the balance of the country, and 
whose congressmen stood out in the 
house recently for the highest degree 
of protection for their own products 
and free trade in the products of other 
sections of the country. 

‘In other words, I refuse to surren- 
der the paltry tribute which a few 
northern manufacturers of lumber pay 
to the south, while their congressmen 
were intent on exacting greater tribute 
f the people of my state and sec- 
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'derstood—that in considering 
; Payne bill I did not pursue the path 
of a political visionary, but followed 
the course of a practical man, who 
felt that he was sent to congress to 
‘safeguard and not to sacrifice the in- 
terests of his people. 

“Had the democratic party in con- 

gress been charged with tariff revision 
the bill presented to the house would 
have illustrated the ‘traditional and 
just democratic doctrine of a tariff for 
revenue only, which means neither free 
trade on the one extreme nor high pro- 
tection on the other. But there was 
no earthly chance for tariff revision 
for revenue. ‘The country at the last 
election overwhelmingly rejected the 
democratic method of dealing with the 
tariff question, and charged the repub- 
lican party in congress with the duty 
of revision on distinctly protection 
lines. Anybody who pleases to think 
that under these circumstances It was 
the duty of a southern democrat to 
sit in the house and, merely to exploit 
a theory which he was powerless 
make effective, see the industries 
his own state and section sacrificed 
the utter fice er 8 and selfishness 
another section, is quite welcome 
that opinion. I am not that much of 
a doctrinaire nor that sort of a dream- 
er. On the contrary, it seems to me 
that being compelled by the verdict 
Of the country and the power thereby 
lodged with the republican party to 
vote on a purely protective | bill. it 
was my duty to prevent to the very 
uttermost every discrimination against 
my state and section. 
“We were not dealing with a theory. 
We were confronted with the plain 
certainty of tariff legislation by the 
republican party in congress on strict- 
ly protective Itnes:;: and-this being the 
case, [ did not consider it my duty to 
join with a score of Canadian border 
and middle west republicans to put 
certain products of Virginia and the 
south on the free list for the peculiar 
advantage of their constituents, only 
to see these same republicans. a mo- 
ment later, unite again with the rest 
of their party and tax the people of 
my state and section beyond endurance 
on the products of the north and mid- 
die west. 

“The suggestion that the democratic 
platform bound me thus to immolate 
my state and section is all moonshine. 
I have protested against the policy that 
would compel Virginia and the south 
to sell their raw matertalIs to the 
northern manufacturers in competition 
with the world and at tne same time 
force our people to purchase the prod- 
ucts of these northern manufacturers 
from the shelter of a high protective 
tariff.

Qualifying Round Will Be the 
Event Today—This Will Be 
at 36 Holes — Sixty of the 
South’s Best Golfers Are 
Entered. : 


Memphis Tenn., May 24.—About 
sixty of the best golfers in the south 
will start in the thirty-six-hole quali- 
fying round of the eighth annual 
championship tournament of the South- 
ern Golf Association, over the superb 
links of the Memphis Country Club 
tomorrow morning.

The handicaps of 
the Southern Golf Association will 
rule in determining the eligibility of 
the championship fight. Only six- 
teen will qualify for the champlion- 
ship, and those eligible for the cham- 
pionship fight who fall to qualify will 
be allowed to start in the qualifying 
round for the second, third, fourth and 
fifth flights, which are open to all 
members of the Southern Golf Associa- 
tion. 

The plan of elimination, which will 
be tried out, has already met with the 
approval of the majority of the south- 
ern golfers, who are more than will- 
ing that only the star players should 
have a go at the championship, while 
the lesser lights content themselves 
with the other cups. 

Whitney Not Entered Here. 

Neither Nelson Whitney, of New 
Orleans, the winner of last year’s tour- 
nament, nor H. Chandler Egans, for- 
merly of Louisville, and now of Chica- 
go, the runner-up last’ season, will 
compete this year. With these two 
stars eliminated the local enthusiasts 
predict that the honors will le_be- 
tween Ellis Knowles, the former Yale 
star and eastern intercollegiate cham- 
pion of 1907, and Lawrence Eustis, of 
New Orleans. Knowies, who hails 
from Pensacola, Flea., is rated at 
scratch by the Southern Golf Associa- 
tion and Eustis given a handicap of 
one. Knowles will be the only scratch 
man to compete in the present tourna-

Boston Negro Defeats the 
Champion of England. 


By His Victory Langford Wins 
the English Heavyweight 
Title and $9,000—A Record 
Crowd Saw the Fight. 


London, May 24.—‘“Sam” Langford, 
colored heavyweight of Boston, knock- 
ed out “Ian” Hague, the heavyweight 
champion of England, in the fourth 
round at the National Sporting Wlub 
here tonight. The fight, which was for 
a purse of $9,000 and the champion- 
ship, was scheduleq to go twenty 
rounds.

MOVEMENT OF STOCKS 
AFFECTED BY CROPS 


Scare About Wheat Hampered 
the Market and Checked 
Speculation. 


TT 
New York, May 24.—The speculative 
movement in stocks was hampered to- 


day by the appearance of an incipient: 


crop scare of moderate proportions. The 
character of some of the assertions 
made by professional crop experts re- 
sarding, conditions in Kansas, Missouri 
and Oklahoma was disliked by the bui!ls 
in stocks, although highly relished by 
the bull party in wheat, as witnessed 
by the soaring of the price of wheat to 
new high levels. Due allowance is made 
for the highly speculative condition in 
the wheat market, and for the affilia- 
tions of some of the quoted experts with 
brokerage houses interested in the effect 
of the news on market quotativuns. 
There was, however, enough color of 
corroboration for an unfavorable view 
conditions in the region indicated 
from the reports received by railroad 
Officials from their agencies along the 
line to make reports of influence on 
sentiment. The incident served to bring 
into prominence the importance to be 
attached to the crop outcome to insure 
the prosperous course of events which is 
80 confidently foreshadowed inthe recent 
action of the stock market. It was a 
reminder, also, of the possibility of 
working up a crop ecare of much por- 
tentous showing, which might serve t@ 
upset an extended speculation in stocks 
if it were entered upon during the 
crucial period of the growth of the 
crops. This was the only cause dis- 
cernible for the check to the specula- 
tion, which started fairly enough in 
continuation of the movement in prog- 
ress on Siaturday. The promige of the 
improvement in the banking position 
was held to be fulfilled by the com- 
piexion of the Saturday bank state- 
ment. The call money market was 
appreciably easier, and the course of 
the international exchanges seemed to 
lessen the probability of further ex- 
ports of gold from New York to Paris. 
The London supply of gold went to 
Austria without competition from Paris. 
The sterling exchange rate has risen at 
Paris and receded in New York suf- 
ficiently to wipe out the margin of 
profit on the movement of gold to 
Paris from here. Conditions were con- 
sidered auspicious for the further nev 
bond issues, which confront the mar- 
ket, including a coming sale of $40,- 
000.000 of New York City 4 per cents, 
announced during the da}. London waé 
a buyer of stocks in this market, and 
better views prevailed of probable for- 
eign demand for new bond issues. Lon- 
don also helped the early strength in 
the copper industry, the metal advance 
ing in price in that market, and a lively 
Speculation in copper mining shares 
was an accompaniment. The early ef- 
forts to get prices up were furthered by 
some rumors favorable to 4ndividual se- 
curities or groups. The conspicuous 
Strength of Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern preferred was traceable to rus 
mors of intention to raise the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy dividend to a 
iO per cent rate. The bulk of such a 
distribution would go to the two Hil! 
companies through the Burlington stocks 
in their treasuries, against which 4 
per cent collateral bonds are outstand: 
ing. There was a movement in 4a 
group of the independent steel indus- 
trials which pointed to a common causes 
—in this case a report of an intended 
combination, or closer working of those 
companies together. United States 
Steel itself was strong. touching a new 
high record. <A favorable impression 
was made by the determination of Fall 
River manufacturers to forego their 
privilege of reducing wages under a 
Sliding scale arrangement, the action 
being received as an evidence of con- 
fidence in the outlook. From railroad 
traffic officials came some information 
of the continued checking | effect on 
business activity of the delay in the 
tariff ‘legislation.

Chicago, May 24.—New high record 
marks for the season were established 
tfor the leading grain on the board of 
trade today, during a session marked 
by extreme bullishness. Wheat for 
May delivery scored a gain of nearly 
2c, compared with the previous best 
mark, the.top being reached at $1.34%. 
Corn, for May delivery, sold up to T4ige 
and the same delivery of oats touched 
62% c. Provisions also made sharp 


gains. . 

All deliveries of wheat soared to new 
high points as a result of urgent buy- 
ing, based on warning reports regard- 
ing the crop outlook in the southwest. 
The top price for the more distant 
deliveries was $1.19% for July, $1.12 
for September and $1.09% for Decem- 
ber. The July option displayed rela- 
tively a weaker tone than other months 
owing to heavy selling by an influen- 
tial house, which concern, it was said, 
was turning the profits secured in that 
way into the September and December 
deliveries. The most potent factor in 
causing the sharp turn was an esti- 
mate made by a local crop expert on 
the’ wheat crop of Kansas and Okla- 
homa, this authority claiming that the 
total yield of,these two important 
wheat states will not exceed 60,000,000 
bushels. Other reports gave a much 
more glowing picture of conditions in 
Kansas, but the trade was inclined to 
ignore them. Foreign news was also 
quite mixed. Drouth in southern Rus- 
sia was reported as still menacing 
the new crop, but shipments of wheat 
from Russia last week were extremely 
liberal, and total world’s shipments 
were more than had been estimated. 
During the final fifteen minutes there 
a4vas considerable realizing in the De- 
¢cember -and~-September deliveries, and 
the price of those options declined 
gearly ic from the high point. The 
market, however, closed strong, with 
prices showing net gains of lsc to 
2%c compared with the final figures of 
Saturday, May being at $1.34%, July 
at $1.18% @1.18%: September $1.11% 
and December $1.09%. 

New high record marks for the crop 
were made by all deliveries of corn, 
sentiment in the pit being extremely 
bullish throughout the entire day. Sev- 
eral influential shorts were active bid- 
dérs and offerings were comparatively 
light the greater part of the session.
